McKinney went on to say 
that the purpose of the 
Committee was to gather 
information and report back to 
the Township Board. He asked 
the rhetorical questions, 
“where, when and why?” 

Committee member and 
former Township Board mem- 
ber Gary Bates provided some 
history when he said the 
Downriver Community 
Conference (DCC) was the 
first to express the thought of 
an East-West Connector. He 
recalls Huron Township 
approved of this idea because 
it included a construction of a 
bridge over the Huron River. 
This would have allowed the 
residents a third place to cross 
the river. 

As his personal opinion, 
Bates went on to say he 
thought the money for the 
Connector had been diverted 
to the Ring Road Project 
which is linked to the Pinnacle 
Project being proposed by 
Wayne County. He stated the 
Township’s need for a bridge 
over the river is important and 
he would like an answer from 
the State or the County regard- 
ing their intentions. 

Jerry Chapp, LDFA mem- 
ber, said he thought the park 

had gotten involved in the pro- 
ject and was either willing or 
had deeded the land over to the 
States MDOT. He also

recalled there was an early 
issue over wetlands but the 
Park Authority advised that 
issue was resolved.
